The bank was saved by an 
issue of five millions of paper money, Ho 
stated that prices continued to fall, and that 
distress was rampant till a general orash 
took place ia August, 1847, The merchants 
of London in a body petitioned for the re- 
pesl of the Bank Act and the restoration of 
silver. They were hotly opposed by Lord 
Overstone and the other great ndon 
baokera. Then largo quantities of gold 
were discovered in California and Australia 
inthe next year, which afforded relief for 
20 years, and caused these évente to be for- 
Gutten, 

Mercary inquired whether this system of 
gold monometallion had ever been tried pre- 
viously, end with what savceas ? 

Mr Adama said that the Romans had tried 
it, thet ita first effects were quite similar to 
those above described, and those which we 
see to-day, That secondly, it bad caused 
all wealth to centra in a limited few, who 
lived in boundless extravaganaa, and totally 
destroyed the middle class, who lost first 
their property and independence, and second- 
ly their manhood and spirit, Then when 
the Getmana invaded Italy none were found 
to attempt resistance.
